Sioux Falls, S. D. June 30 -W ith 
t h e closing of saloons thruout t h e 
state at 9 o ’clock tonight, South Da­ 
kota for the second time will enter 
the column of prohibition states of 
the nation. It is estimated that ap­ 
proximately 225 saloons, as well as 
numerous 
wholesale liquor houses 
and breweries will suspend business. 
Fnder the constitutional am en d ­ 
ment adopted 
in 
the 
election of 
November 
.7, 
and with the subse­ 
quent enactment of legislation 
by 
the 1917 legislature for its enforce­ 
ment after July I, the state tonight 
will enter upon an era of absolute 
prohibition. The South Dakota pro­ 
hibition law, it is claimed, is probab­ 
ly the most drastic in the country. 
The 
action 
of the electorate in 
adopting constitutional prohibition 
marked 
the 
second 
time in 
the 
state’s history when state wide pro­ 
hibition was adopted. In 1889, when 
South Dakota was admitted to the 
Union, a prohibition clause was in­ 
cluded in the constitution. However, 
seven years later the law was 
r e ­ 
pealed, largely because lax enforce­ 
ment had turned sentiment against 
it. While the fundamental law pro­ 
vided that the state should remain 
under a limited prohibition, a local 
option feature was introduced which 
permitted communities to vote on 
question at spring elections and if a 
majority were returned in favor of 
license, saloons might operate for 
one year. 
Unless another election 
was held and a w*et majority r e tu rn ­ 
ed. however, the town again became 
dry. 
Is “Bone Dry” Measure 
The attainm ent of state-wide pro­ 
hibition ends a long campaign waged 
by dry forces and is the climax of a 
series 
of 
legislature steps which 
paved tile way 
for 
the 
ultimate 
“bone-dry” measure. 
In 1908 and again in 1910, county 
option was submitted to the voters 
and defeated botli times. Then 
the 
nine o'clock closing law’ 
and 
a d ­ 
ditional 
m easures regulating 
the 
liquor traffic or limiting some of its 
privileges, were obtained. In 1914 
the people defeated an initiated law 
of the liquor interests which would 
have reversed the constitutional law 
by permitting a town which voted 
“ wet” to remain so until the 
dry 
forces brought about an election. 
Five prohibition laws were passed 
by the 1913 legislature which cur­ 
tailed to a gre a t extent the sale of 
iquor in South Dakota. One limited 
he number of saloons to one 
for 
each GOU or m a jor fraction of the 
population: a second created a dry 
zone 
of 
five 
miles around every 
municipality which enjoyed prohib­ 
ition; a third forbade the 
sale 
of 
liquor to m inors; another made it 
a misdemeaner for any intoxicated 
person to drive a 
motor 
vehicle; I 
while the so-called freeholders l a w . j 
defined 
the 
qualifications of free- j 
holders who might petition 
for

license election. Tile operation 
of 
these laws, it is said, drove 125 sa­ 
loons out of business. Early in 1915 j 
railroads operating in tile state pro- I 
bibbed the sale of liquor on trains. 
Substantial Growth Shown 
Under these restrictive measures. J 
statistics show a substantial growth I 
in the prohibition 
movement.
